A RESOLUTION OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA URGING MAYOR 
PAUL HELMKE TO CUT THE CITY BUDGET (IF

for the City, worked diligently during the budget hearings 
held in 1992 to eliminate the need for a property tax increase 
in 1993; and

Administration came to a mutual agreement during said budget 
hearings to initialize a garbage user fee, to eliminate the 
need for a property tax increase in 1993, and to retain 
neighborhood improvement projects in the six councilmanic 
districts; and 


WHEREAS, neighborhood improvement projects, which address 
essential infrastructure needs in the neighborhoods are vital 
to maintain the health and viability of those neighborhoods; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Common Council was able to 
uncover a number of areas in the City budget, during said 
budget hearings, which could be reduced and/or eliminated; and 


WHEREAS, subjecting the citizens of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
to a garbage user fee and a property tax increase in the same 
year is unduly burdensome; and 


WHEREAS, the members of the Fort Wayne Common Council 
believe their constituents would rather lose some City 
services as a result of further cuts to the 1993 City Budget 
rather than to be subject to additional taxes, while at the 
same time experiencing a drastic reduction in needed 
neighborhood capital improvement projects. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT IT URGES MAYOR PAUL 
HELMKE TO MAKE CUTS TO THE 1993 CITY BUDGET (IF LEGAL AND
